In 1930 I dogato acquainted with Lieutensnt Colonel 
SHIGSTO, Chinki, who was «2 ae to my brother-in-law. Fron 
i fous.° I know hit: intinsately until he died a lLajcr General 
in 40, 


In .ugust 1931 the eforcssid Colonel SEIGETO and Cclcnel 
H.ASEI..OTO, Kingorce cano to my house ané hed dinnsr. During 
this visit tho aforesrid Colenel SLIGZTO and aforesaid Colonel 
k..SHI:.0TC talked to me about the omorgency eituation in Kanchur 
end tho danger to Jepancse rights snd Japanose naticnals in 
thet country. The -foresaid Colsneol SHIGETO and the aforo- 


sheuld bo taken in Ienchurina, 


Ton cr fiftaon doys aftor this mooting the «forcsaid 
Cvulcun3s1 SHIGETO broveht forty thousand yon tc mo at my here 
and askod mc tc sign 2 roceipt therofcr cand to hold this rmonoy 
for him until ho necded it. I signed the rocoipt tc a ficti- 
ticvs porson end agrovd sithout asking sny questicns. Threo 
or fcur days lster tho rfcroeseid Colcncel SHIGETO returned 2nd 
gct twonty thousand yen and soid, "I nave mado it Imcwn thet 
I got this scnoy fre: you sco you -grso with this. " In sonoe 
thing like five d-ys the aforos-id Cclonel SHIGDTO roturnod 
end got all tho rest cf the inoncy I was kosping for hin but 
tyo or throes thcusand yon. 


On September 19, 1931 I rend in the newspaper of tho 
blowing up of the railrocd track in Lanchuris and the outbreak 
cf hostilitics there betwoon the Kwentung army and Chinese 
trcops. I imucdistely rushed cover to the aforesaid Colonel 
SHIGETO's hcuss and said to him, "You havo accomplished what 
you were ccntcuplating oané suggcsting in Manchuria." Tc which 
the aforssaid Colonel SHIGSTO replicsd "Yos," snd nodded -nd 
swilcd. I thon asked hin how he tits going to terminate this 
incidont, Colonel SHIGZTO said, "Wo will oxpol Chang Hsuch 
Liang, the sen cf the lato Chang Tso Lin, from itanchuria and 
bring CHU, Chon te l.anchuris and install hin as Gcovornor of 
the threo For Srstern Previnces." I thon statod "Thoro may noi 
be any intornativnal complications in that caso." Ceolenol 
SHIGSTO then said, "I h-ve this in nind." I thon asked hin, 
"If things de net eo through cs you oxpoct, shat ore you going 
to do?" Tuo which Culcnol SHIGZTO roplisd, "I am in a post ot 
the General Steff which makes ~c practically responsible for 
all -ffsirs in Chine so in case ~f failure I will commit Hera 
Kiri. On this samo day, Ssptember 19, 1931, or the following 
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day I sew the aforesaid Coloncl E..SHI).0OTO, Kingore snd said 

to him, "I see yru eeecisplished what you said shculd bo 

cone in Lenchurie.” Ho roplicd, "Yos, things eruo t the pass 
where thoy should coice" He then bwod ond said, "I cn busy 
end will seo you egrin." He then left.
